1. The Soviets have qivenf phenomenal fsupport 
to military R&D since World War 11 7 "’This 'is increas- 
ing and expanding^ An estimated $12,8 . billion in 
'67, or 74 percent, of the total R&D effort is de- 
voted to military or closely related requirements, 
including space. , Recently this expenditure has been 
increasing by about $_l_billion per year. Soviet 
technological manpower — now the largest in the world-- 


is increasing rapidly and the projected figures for 
the future seem to far exceed peaceful industrial 
and academic needs of the country./ Better R&D fa- 
cilities are being provided each year, and the qua- 
lity of Soviet technical manpower, now lower than 
that of the U.S., is expected to improve. 
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2. In the foreseeable future, all indications 
are for a steady and marked increase in the extent, 
quality, and effectiveness of Soviet military science 
and the supporting technology base. Expenditures 
for military and space R&D will continue to increase 
by an estimated _$1 b illion per year. 
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
